(ORCIiESTRAs  QUARTET) 

Uncle  Sam's  Forest  Rangers,  the  men  whose  job  it  is 
to  keep  the  national  forests  green  and  growing,  are  with  us  again 
todo.y.  Last  week  we  saw  Ranger  Jim  Robbins  and  his  assistant,  Jerry 
Quick,  up  in  the  high  country,  \”h.ere  they  were  about  to  string  up 
a new  telephone  line  and  erect  a new  lookout  cabin  on  the  top  of 
Bald  Peak.  They  finished  the  jcb  a couple  of  days  ago,  and  now  we 
have  a new  unit  in  the  protection  system  tha.t  is  constantly  being 
strengthened  to  guo.rd  the  national  forest  against  fire.  Lookout 
men  are  alrea.dy  being  stationed  a,t  each  of  the  lookout  points  on 
the  forest,  to  keep  a constant  v/atch  throughout  the  summer  for 
signs  of  fire  and  to  report  any  fires  that  start  as  soon  as  they 
can  be  discovered.  Emergency  guards  will  be  located  at  strategic 
points  in  the  forest,  ready  to  get  after  a fire  a,s  soon  as  it  is 
reported  and  choke  it  out  -sjjhile  it  is  still  young.  Reserve  man- 
pov/er  for  f ire-f-ighting  will  be  organized  and  available,  Ra,nger 
Jim,  veterarn  of  many  a hard  campOoign  a.gainst  fire,  the  *'red  enemy” 
of  the  forests,  is  working  earnestly  to  make  his  fire  control 
organization  smooth  and  efficient  this  yearn,  and  he  hopes  that  he 
and  his  men  Y/’ill  be  able  to  hold  the  fire  losses  on  his  district 
to  a.  lov/er  record  then  ever  bei  're. 
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However,  we  find  that  although  lookout  men  have  been  installed 


at  all  of  the  other  lookout  stations,  the  ma/n  ?/ho  is  to  go  up  to 
the  new  lookout  station  on  Bald  Peak  vrill  not  be  able  to  arrive  for 
another  week.  So  Jim  Robbins  is  preparing  to  install  Jerry  as 
lookout  a.t  Bald  Peak  until  the  new  man  arrives.  I^e  take  you  now 
to  the  Pine  Cone  Ranger  Sta^tion,  where  we  find  Jim  and  Jerry  getting 
ready  to  leave..
